2. I telephoned Examiner Betelhem Shewareged, the Examiner responsible for this application 
in the United States Patent and Trademark OfBce on February 8, 2005. and she advised me that 
the case had been abandoned for £ailuie to pay the fi n^l fee. 

3. Immediately after the receipt of the allegation of abandonment fi^om the Examiner, I checked 
my file-wrapper and found a communication from the United States Patent and Trademark 
QfiBce \*ich contained a transmittal cover sheet \^ch appears to be a "carbon copy** (riot a 
photocopy), a **Notice of Allowability** and an Examiner's amendment.
